in that they would be required 
to pay a portion of the real 
estate taxes of the Pheasant 
Hill development. 

Benjamin will present to the 
town manager, who has the 
ultimate authority to grant a 
reduction, a petition on behalf 
of the taxpayers, with over one 
thousand signatures of 
residents who opposed the tax 
relief allowed under Chapter 
121A of the general laws of the 
commonwealth.

Northfield Mountain Lists Activities 


Saturday morning nature 
programs offered by the non¬ 
power staff of the Northfield 
Mountain Pumped Storage 
Station this fall began with a 
nature walk on September 20, 
starting at 10:30 a.m. at 
Barton Cove in Gill. Hikers 
followed the trail past a 10,000 
year-old plunge pool carved by 
glaciers and through a 100 -year- 
old quarry where dinosaurs left 
their footprints some 190 million 
years ago. 

On October 4 at 10:30, 
Richard Lancia, doctoral 
candidate in wildlife biology at 
UMass, will be at the Nor- 
thfileld Mountain Visitors 
Center with a slide presentation 
on beavers. He will have some 
live beavers with him which can 
be petted. 

A foliage walk on the Nor¬ 
thfield Mountain trail system is 
planned for the following week, 
same time, when the fall color 
should be at its peak. Or you 
might like to reserve tickets for 
the interpretive boat rides on 
the Connecticut River which 
are continuing Wednesday 
through Friday at 12 noon and 2 
p.m., Saturday and Sunday at 
10 a.m., 12, 2 and 4 p.m. During 
the fall foliage season, extra 
trips may be planned if a 
guaranteed number of 
passengers can be assured. And 
tours to the upper reservoir are 
also available at 10 and 11 a.m., 
and 1, 2, 3 and 4 p.m. Wed¬ 
nesday through Sunday. 

Jack Swedberg, wildlife 
photographer for the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Game, will give 
his film, Symphony of Life, its 
first showing in the Greenfield 
area on Tuesday evening, 
October 21, at 7:30 in the 
Greenfield High School.

May Be Deposited

People who live in 
Massachusetts can arrange to 
have their monthly social 
security and supplemental 
security income checks 
deposited directly in their 
checking or savings accounts, 
according to Daniel J. Murphy, 
Jr., social security district 
manager in Springfield. 

“The direct deposit program 
is entirely voluntary,” Murphy 
said. “People who want their 
social security and sup¬ 
plemental security income 
checks to continue coming to 
their homes shouldn’t do 
anything. Their checks will 
keep on coming as in the past. 

“But people who want their 
checks mailed to a bank, 
savings bank, savings and loan 
association or similar in¬ 
stitution or a Federal or State 
chartered credit union can 
arrange for it with a direct 
deposit authorization form,” he 
said. 


Direct deposit information is 
being mailed with checks that 
will be delivered in October to 
people who get monthly social 
security or supplemental 
security income payments. The 
direct deposit authorization 
form — SF-1199 — is available 
at financial organizations. 

“Completion of the form does 
not permit withdrawals from 
your account by anyone other 
than people you authorize,” 
Murphy said. 

Pepole whose checks are 
already being mailed to a 
financial organization should 
also make direct deposit 
arrangements with the SF-1199 
form. The direct deposit 
program will help prevent loss 
and theft of social security and 
supplemental security income 
checks and will eliminate 
standing in line to cash or 
deposit them, according to 
Murphy.
